The total number of persons who entered for the various 
Examinations of the University during the year 1905, was 
3,474; while in the previous year it was 3,267. 

The Appendixes to this Report contain Tables giving all 
important details connected with the Examinations held in 1905, 
for both male and female candidates. A Table is also given 
showing the Academic progress, in the various Faculties, made 
by Students matriculated in 18S1 to 1904, inclusive. 

There were three public meetings of the University in 1905 
The first two were of a formal character, and were held on the 
12th day of May and the 27th day of July, respectively, mainly 
for the purposes of conferring degrees on the candidates who 
had qualified therefor at the Medical Examinations held in the 
Spring, and at the Arts, Law and Engineering Examinations held 
in the Summer. 

The third meeting of the University was held on the 27th day 
of October, to confer degrees on the Candidates who qualified
